can leaders as necessary to pre­ 
vent a veto. 
C hairm an Reid and members 
of the flood committee predicted 
the measure will go thro ugh j 
without the proposed 
Coolidge 
am endm ents. 
Republican leaders will offer 
the president’s proposals today , 
and a sharp 
fight is expected 
when the issue is 
joined. The 
plan early today was to pass the 
bill before to night if possible, as 
the Haugen Farm Relief bill is 
scheduled to come up tomorrow.

th e backbo ne o f American jo u rnalism, and th eir 
readers are largely respo nsible fo r creating th is 
h igh standard. 


Peo ple to day are liv ing in an era wh en al­ 
mo st ev ery o ne y o u meet is a ch ro nic kicker abo u t 
so m eth ing o r o th er. 
It m igh t be termed as an 
era o f criticism with fau lt finding being an epi­ 
demic stage. 
Newspapers are also getting th eir 
sh are o f 
th e kicks fo r th e kind o f 
news th ey 
print, edito rial and o th er po licies th a t m igh t be 
adv o cated. 
A no ted edito r places th is blame, in a meas- , 
u re, righ t back u po n th e peo ple, declaring th at 
“th e th ing alway s fo rgo tten by th e clo sest critic 
o f th e newspapers is th a t th ey m u st be immeas­ 
u rably w h at th eir au diences make th em, w h at 
th eir co nstitu encies call fo r and su stain.” 


Th ere is fo o d fo r co nsiderable th o u gh t h ere. 
Of co u rse, in th e great cities th ere are different 
kinds o f newspapers, co nserv ativ e jo u rnals, pro ­ 
gressiv e jo u rnals and y ello w jo u rnals, each with 
a particu lar field to co v er. 
Bu t if it is tru e th at 
newspapers are w h at th eir readers make th em, 
th en th ere is mu ch to be said fo r th e reading 
pu blic in o u r smaller co mmu nities. Fo r in th ese 
co mmu nities th ere is little in th e way o f y ello w 
jo u rnalism and jo u rnalistic sensatio nalism. Th e 
small city and co u ntry newspapers are rem ark­ 
ably free fro m th e taint, and little o f it co mes 
in fro m th e o u tside fo r th e reaso n th at th e peo ­ 
ple in th ese so u ndly American co mmu nities pre­ 
fer "th e less sensatio nal jo u rnals wh en th ey get a 
newspaper fro m th e m etro po litan field. 


If th e smaller newspapers o f th e co u ntry are 
w h at th eir pu blic makes th em, th en th ey are ap­ 
pealing to a pretty so u nd pu blic.

large co ncerns, 
su ch as th e 
American Ex press co mpany , in th e larger cities 
h av e go ne back to h o rses becau se th ey co ntend 
alo ng with o th er big tru cking co ncerns, th at 
wh ere traffic is th ick, h au ls are sh o rt and mu ch 
waiting is inv o lv ed, a two -h o rse tru ck co sts bu t 
two cents a minu te, wh ile a mo to r tru ck 
co sts 
six cents, du e to th e wear and tear and gaso line 
co st th a t go es o n wh en a traffic jam is reach ed. 


Nu mero u s, riding clu bs all o v er th e co u ntry 
are being fo rmed, so th a t th ere is no t as mu ch 
ev idence to day o f h o rses beco ming ex tinct, as 
th ere was a few y ears ago , wh en it began to ap­ 
pear as if “o ld Do bbin” wo u ld so o n be classed 
as a cu rio sity .

The lov ers of Lincoln throughout the nation should re­ 
joice in the comp letion and the character of the p lans of 
the Hoosiers to p rop erly mark the sp ot in Indiana where 
he p assed the entire formativ e p eriod of his ex istence. He 
was scarcely more than a baby when he reached his 
Indiana home in the wilderness; he was mature, and 
more than twenty , when he left. Ev ery outstanding trait 
of the man had been dev elop ed and was marked in 
Indiana before he went to Illinois. Through a disgraceful 
neglect on the p art of the Hoosiers, the p rominence of 
the p art p lay ed by the Indiana env ironment in the mould­ 
ing of the marty r is scarcely known. At length there has 
been an intelligent awakening. 
There is something of the originality of Lincoln him­ 
self in Architect H ibben’s concep tion, with ev ery thing 
of Lincoln’s strength, his simp licity , his sp lendor of soul 
and beauty of character. It is a fine thing to hav e a

Under the chimes is an 
organ for sp ecial occasions of celebrating in music the 
memory of Lincoln. 
The Lincoln memorials at Hodgenv ille, Kv ., anu 
Washington, D. C , resp ectiv ely , are ex tremely imp res­ 
siv e in their massiv e dignity . 1 he Lincoln monument at 
Sp ringfield, with its historic setting and associations, 
has a beauty and a significance all its own. But the 
Indiana memorial, by contrast, will be quite unique in 
its ap p eal to the sentiments of rev erence and dev otion. 
The Indiana monument will take rank am ong the 
most notable of memorials to the marty red President, a 
tribute worthy of the great state which sheltered him in 
y outh and of the nation which was honored so greatly 
by his life and deeds.

THE PEOPLE MAKE THE NEWSPAPERS 
The smaller newspapers of this country form 


the backbone of American journalism, and their 
readers are largely responsible for creating this 
high standard. 


People today are living in an era when al- 


most everyone you meet is a chronic kicker about 
something or other. It might be termed as an 
era of criticism with fault finding being an epi- 
demic stage. Newspapers are also getting their 
share of the kicks for the kind of news they 
print, editorial and other policies that might be 
advocated. 


A noted editor places this blame, in a meas- , 


ure, right back upon the people, declaring that 
"the thing always forgotten by the closest critic 
of the newspapers is that they must be immeas- 
urably what their audiences make them, what 
their constituencies call for and sustain." 
' 
There is food for considerable thought here. 


Of course, in the great cities there are different 
kinds of newspapers, conservative journals, pro- 
gressive journals and yellow journals, each with 
a particular field to cover. But if it is true that 
newspapers are what their readers make them, 
then there is much to be said for the reading 
public in our smaller communities. For in these 
communities there is little in the way of yellow 
journalism and journalistic sensationalism. The 
small city and country newspapers are remark- 
ably free from the taint, and little of it comes 
in from the outside for the reason that the peo- 
ple in these soundly American communities pre- 
fer the less sensational journals when they get a 
newspaper from the metropolitan field. 


If the smaller newspapers of the country are 


what their public makes them, then they are ap- 
pealing to a pretty sound public. 


NOT NEARLY EXTINCT YET. 


We read af great inventions almost every 


day, and one recently spoke of a fuel-less motor 
or engine that was destined some day to push it- 
self forward as the essential 
for all mankind, 


but until that day arrives, we still have with us 
another type of "fuei-less" machinery—the horse. 


A few years ago it was predicted that the 


"gasoline buggies" were to supplant the horse, not 
only in travel but in the various lines of work. 
This prediction has only been partly filled, as 


I. automobiles have taken the place of carriages 
II and cabs. 


The department of agriculture has taken a 


census of horses, and found that there are some- 
thing like 16,279,000 of them still in use and that 
they lack a long way of becoming as extinct as 


I' the American buffalo. 


'in the far lands of our country there are 


• more than fifteen million horses in use, although 
|| during the World War when a demand was made,, 


this number reached more than twenty-one mil- 
lion — an* exceptional condition. 


Many of the .large concerns, such as the 


American Express company, in the larger cities 
have gone back to horses because they contend 


; along with other big trucking concerns, that 


where traffic is thick, hauls are short and much 
waiting is involved, a two-horse truck costs but 
two cents a minute, while a motor truck costs 
six cents, due to the wear and tear and gasoline 
cost that goes on when a traffic jam is reached. 


Numerous, riding clubs all over the country 


are being formed, so that there is not as much 
evidence today of horses becoming extinct, as 
there was a few years ago, when it began to ap- 
pear as if "old Dobbin" would soon be classed 
as a curiosity. 
.. 


NO DIFFERENT FROM OTHERS 


It took more than 181,000 letters recently 


from that many farmers in the-country, for the 
discovery to be made by an editor of a well 
known farming journal that farmers, after all, 
are human beings. 


After opening that vast amount of letters in 


which they discussed the various phases of their 
business, he came to the conclusion that they 
are no different from any other business man. 
The farmer today, like anyone of us, has prob- 
lems, and is confronted with the necessity of 
either becoming a competent up-to-date business 
man, or going into the discard. 


Much of the agricultural comment still ap- 


proaches the farming man as one benighted and 
needing advice and preaching, and they even 
Scold at him at every opportunity. 
Today one 


cannot "talk down" to the farmer, as he, too, is 
looking for ideas which he can personally trans- 
late into an improved farm, a happier life and 
a bigger pocketbook. 


This editor derived from this list of letters 


the following comment: 


"As compared with a generation ago, the 


farming man is entirely changed. 
His daily 


paper takes him all over the world in a few 
minutes, puts him in touch with what is going 
on politically, socially, financially, agricultur- 
a|ly and otherwise, everywhere. His automobile 
takes him to the movies in town, or for a drive 
wherever he wants to go. His electric light plant 
has removed the gloom and dinginess from his 
surroundings. 
He has his radio. 
His water 


system has lightened his and his wife's burdens. 
His bathtub has added to his self-respect. His 
household appliances have made life more liv- 
able for the whole family. His tractor and other 
power machinery have reduced his labor short- 
age of the right kind of men to help him work 
his place. 
His truck has speeded up 
his 


marketing."
